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HE BREAD LOAF SCHOOL OF ENGLISH (BLSE) 

offers a rich array of graduate courses in 

literature, pedagogy, literacy, creative writing, 
and theater arts to students from across the U.S. and 
around the world. 


For six weeks each summer Bread Loaf students, 
most of them secondary-school teachers, study with a 
world-class faculty at one of our four sites: Santa Fe, 
New Mexico; Asheville, North Carolina; Oxford, 
England; and the home campus outside Middlebury, 
in the Green Mountains of Vermont. Students may 
complete an MA or MLitt degree over the course of 
four to five summers or may come for one summer 
of intensive continuing education. 


Admission 
Admission is open to students already holding a BA 


degree or to exceptional rising seniors, and is based on 


college transcripts, two letters of recommendation, a 
statement of purpose, and a writing sample. 
New-student admissions begins January 9 and 
continues on a rolling basis until May 15; because the 
school fills quickly, we recommend that interested 
candidates apply early. BLSE is especially committed 
to increasing diversity in its community and 
encourages minority applications. 


Financial Aid 
Financial aid is available in the form of grants and 


loans. The aid is awarded on the basis of financial need 
and scholastic achievement on a first-come, first-served

Graduate Degree Programs

an MA in English; MLitt candidates must complete 
ten three-credit courses and a cumulative examination 
or project in a chosen field of specialization.
